government, either in favor of, or in opposition to, 
the payment ol the indemnity. 
At any rate, we think 
it may be considered as settled that France will get no 
further apology— that she must make up her mind to 
be content with what she has got already, or to tuko 
whatever consequences may result from the course of 
policy to be determined upon by our government. 
It 
will be no longer a question of dollars and cents, but 
of national dignity nud honor— and when tho crisis 
comes, there will be hut one feeling throughout this 
Country upon tho question— every American 
bosom 
will rc-pond to tho glorious resolution of the Piesideut, 
"to ask nothing tvhich is not clearly right, and 
to inhtntt to nothing that is w rong !** 
The follow ing remarks from the Richmond Enquirer, 
are entitled to attention :— 


" T h e French Question.— The public prints are 
teem ing with report»— but no one appears to bo dis­ 
tinctly informed of the actual relations between the two 
countries. 
I util we have ascertained what has really 
passed, no one can advise what measure ought to be 
adopted. 
Who can say, what the President ought to 
recommend, or how Congress should net, unless lie is 
informed of the events that have passed? 
If France

ten and approved by the President, she does not pay 
tlm Indemnity, on the plea that it is not satisfactory, 
then* will not be n dissenting voice in the United States 
to the immediate dissolution of all intercourse with her,

which is the one in question, is not laid down on any. 
He adds that Capt Smith visited the three island*, first 
touching at die Duke of York, thence proceeded di­ 
rectly to the Duke of Clarence, where ho stopped to 
recruit— that the Duke of York is situated north-west 
from the Duke of Clarence, sixty or seventy miles dis­ 
tant, nnd that shortly after his departure from the latter, 
he discovered D*W olf’s Island, hearing E. N. E. from 
the Duke of Clarence, and distance forty of fifty miles. 
These facts seem to leave no room for tiie supposition, 
that Capt Smith has made tho mistake imputed to him.
